: DISEASES MUST BE REPORTED. 


The rules of the State Health 
department require that all cases of 
communicable disease be reported 
within 24 hours to the health officer 
| not only by physicians or attendants, 
, but in case where no physician is 
called, by the householder, who may 
| have knowledge of a known or sus- 
‘pected case. These rules and regula- 
| tions, based as they are upon the sta- 
tutes, have the same authority and 
| force as the laws of the state. The 
failure of physicians, attendants, or 
householders to obey these rules and 
regulations strikes a person first 
as a_ shocking and staggering 
condition of lawlessness: One’s 
first judgment is tempered perhaps 
by the feeling that ignorance of the 
law maybe responsible for this whole- 
sale dereliction, but, even so, one is 
shocked by the lack of conscience. 
Wherever communicable diseases ex- 
ist, there is a distinct menace to the 
i lives and health of a large number of 
J people, It should not be necessary to 
i have laws carrying with them penal- 
‘ties of large fines and imprisonment 
|to cause the people to report to the 
_ duly constituted authorities the exis- 
;tence of the dangers. There is 
{no law that requires a citizen to turn 
in a fire alarm and yet, it would be 
,@ poor citizen, indeed, who would wit- 
‘ness the conflagration and who would 
go carelessly on his way satisfying 
vhimself with the assurance that it 
| was not his personal property that 
was in danger.

First Ingtitution of Kind Expect- 
ed to Stabilize Currency. 


American Expert Is in Charge of Mak- 
ing 600,000 Sliver Dollare 
Every Day. 

Shanghai—The first step in an ef- 
furt toward uniformity in Chinese 
currency will be undertaken by the 
building here of China’s first national 
mint. The work will be directed by 
an American mint expert, Clifford 
Hewitt of Philadelphia, whose serv- 
ices have been loaned to China by the 
United States, and who came here a 
short time ago to begin his duties, 
Mr. Hewitt installed the new mint at 
Manila, the first established in the 
Philippines, 

It tg expected that the completion 
of the new Chinese mint will put ap 
end to the conglomerate system of cur- 
rency of all kinds and values which 
has long been a drag on the commer- 
cial progress of China, 

While the Mexican doliar, introduced 
{nto China from the Philippines, bas 
come to be a common unit of value, 
the various tuchuns, governors and 
other officials of provinces have issued 
coina that are dealt with commercial- 
ly at values based on the quantity of 
their silver content. The Chinese tael 
in which government funds and cus- 
toms ordinarily are reckoned, Is not a 
coin at all, but a silver slug of a giv- 
en weight and fineness, differing in 
weight and value in the different prov- 
inces. . 

The Shanghai mint {is to cost about 
$2,000,000 and will be one of the largest 
in the world, rivaling tn size and output 
the mint at Philadelphia. It is to 
have a capacity of 500,000 silver dol- 


lars a day with a dally consumption 


of 14 tons of silver in addition to 
baser metals used as alloys. Mr. Hew- 
itt hopes to have the plant completed 
and in operation within two years. 
He Is the originator of many of the 
machines and processes in use in 
American mints, having been in the 
service of the United States govern- 
ment 24 years, He was builder of the 
American mints at Denver and Phil- 
adeiphia. : a 


MANY SWEDISH TRADES IDLE 


Wages Cut and Plants Closed—Fear 
United States May Fall 
as Haven. 


Stockholm.—Sweden, like the United 
States, 1s undergoing a period of eco- 
nomic readjustment tnvolving closing 
down of factories and reduction of 
wages in an effort to cut cost of pro- 
duction. Swedish manufacturers de- 
clare they are compelled to do this in 
order to compete with German, Amer- 
ican and English production. 

New agreements between employers 
and workers are made In many lines at 
the beginning of the year. This time 
there was a collision of the workmen's 
demands for higher wages with the em- 
ployers’ announcement that they would 
have to be cut. Employers now have 
no fear of strikes, but on the contrary 
say they would welcome them because 
of lack of orders and dull prospects 
which seem Hkely to result in further 
dismissals of thousands of workmen. 

Proposals of America to exclude or 
reduce the number of {mmigrants is re- 
ported to have ‘had an influence in pro- 
ducing a cdnciiatory frame of mind 
among the workmen. Heretofore the 
Swedish worker has had America to 
fall back on in case of labor troubles 
at home.

LESS FOR OTHER TOURISTS 


President Mitchell of the Red Star 
Line Suggests Action by the United 
States Chamber of Commerce— 
Peasants Go Back to Land. 


New York.—According to Percy Y. 
G. Mitchell, president of the Red Star 
line and general manager of the Inter- 
national Mercantile, Marine company 
in Belgium, the charge of $10 fur an 
Americin vise on passports is not only 
& tax upon immigrants who have to 
pay the high rate of exchange, but alxo 
upon American business men abroad. 

“Since the charge for a vise has been 
ralsed from $2 to $10," sajd Mr. 
Mitchell, “the countries in Europe have 
retaliated by making Americans pay 
the same amount. They have arranged 
to base their charges fer a vise on a 
sliding seale, For example, I have to 
pe. id cranes for iiy vise at the Bel- 
ginn consulate because I am an Amer- 
lean, while an Englishman has only to 
pay 10 franes, which is a big dSffer- 
ence when a man }s accompanied by 
mewubers of his famlly. 

Ail Are Doing it. 

“Since the war Europe has been split 
up into a number of small countries, 
and each of them is charging Ameri- 
cans the equlvatent of $10 in Usited 
States currency. A business man has 
to pass from one country to another to 
get anywhere, and in each case he has 
to pay heavily because the State de- 
partment in Washington, without any 
reason that I have been able to learn, 
has ralsed the fee to $10, 

“The citizen of the United States 
has to pay $10 for his passport in the 
first place, and then to pay another $10 
to return from abroad, and the same 
amount for the countries he visits on 
the continent.. Why the United States 
Chamber of Commerce has uot taken 
up this question, which Is so important 
to American business men traveling 
through Europe, I am at a loss to un- 
lerstand, 

Tourist Travel Hit. 

“In addition it will also interfere 
with tourist travel in the summer, 
which had already decreased cansider- 
ably through the Increase in passen- 
ger fares made necessary by the high 
cost of operation of the steumships, in- 
ereased wages, food, fuel, ete.” 

Mr. Mitchell said the Belgian govern- 
ment was putting the peasants back on 
the land in Flanders, and fn place of

BEING MANDATORY. 


STATE TO RUSH AMENDMENT 


Adverse Decision Not to Stop War On 
Whiskey Ring, Enforcement 


Officlals Deciare. 


Lansing.— Michigan ig now without 
@ search and seizure provision in its 
state prohibition law as a result of 
the decision of the state supreme 
court last week, which declares the 


seizure section of the law in confitct 
with the state constitution and there- 
fore void. 

Until such time ag the legislature 
can amend the prohibition act to con- 
form with the constitution the courts 
and state officials are stripped of this 
necessary power in liquor law en- 
forcement. 

The ruling came in a Grand Rapids 
case, the defendant, Edgar D. De 
Lamater, a druggist of that city, being 
released by the superior court of 
Grand Rapids by quashing of the in- 
formation against him. It was charged 
that he unlawfully had whiskey in his 
Btore. 

The state permit to De Lamater ex- 
pired May 1, 1919, and he was re 
fused another by the state food and 
drug department. 


In the interim, while he was yet 
Makipg efforts to obtain a new per- 
mit to handle liquor. Dec., 30, 1919, 


George M. Bradley, a state food and 
drug inspector, obtained a search war- 
rant on his own affidavit and raided 
the store, getting four and one-half 
pints of Kentucky Maiden whiskey. 

When the cuse come before the su- 
perior court. De Lamater contended 
that Section 24 of the Wiley prohibi- 
tion law 1917, as amended by the 
1919 acts. and which provides for 
search and seizure in Hquor cases, 
was in conftict with the state consti- 
tution and therefore void. 

The superior court so held, which 
released the defendant and quashed 
the charges. This action of the lower 
court is upheld by the state supreme 
court, 

The constitution provides 
search and seizure act “may 
sued by a justive upon oath or af- 
firmation and a showing that con- 
vinces the judge that there is “prob- 
able cause” to believe that the claims 
set forth are true.
